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CHANCE FOR ART IN THE MOVIES 
Sh erwood An derson , wh o is usually ran ked 
amon g th e h alf dozen fin est n ovelists in Ameri­ 
ca, believes th at writin g is a dead busin ess. Th e 
“great American n ovel” th at every body h as 
been waitin g for, h e say s, will n ever be w iitten , 
in stead, we sh all h aved a great American movie. 
Th is, h e poin ts out, mean s th at th e arden t 
y oun g writer wh o feels th at h e is r buddin g 
gen ius sh ould n ot waste h is time in try in g to 
write n ovels; h e sh ould look to th e movin g pic­ 
ture if h e h opes to get an y wh ere. 
“Th e movie really reach es th e people.” say s 
Mr. An derson . “In a small town every on e goes 
to th e drug store after th e sh ow an d talks it 
over, an d th en th ey go h ome to tell th e plot to 
gran dfath er, wh ose bad kn ee h as kept h im in 
h is ch air, an d th ey discuss it for a week un til a 
n ew on e comes. 
“Movies sh ould be simple. 
I am n ot suie I 
believe in propagan da movies, alth ough Eisen - 
stein ’s ‘Potemkin ,’ with th at won derful scen e of 
th e terror on th e lon g fligh t of steps, was a 
great work. 
But th e movies I h ave in min d 
sh ould be simple stories of life in th is coun try , 
in America.” 
Just to cin ch th is argumen t, Mr. An derson 
poin ts to th e con trast between th e movie-mak- 
er, wh ose product goes before million s upon 
million s of people, an d th e n ovelist wh o feels 
lucky if h e reach es as man y as 10,000 people. 
Despite th e obvious fact th at th e average seri­ 
ous n ovel towers above th e average piogiam 
movie, in tellectually , as Pike’s Peak towers over 
a prairie dog’s earth moun d, it is more th an 
possible th at Mr. An derson is en tirely righ t. 
With all its faults—an d th ey are almost 
bey on d coun tin g—th e movin g picture does oiler 
to th e artist a field wh ich is simply breath -tak­ 
in g in its breadth an d scope. To date th e pos­ 
sibilities h ave h ardly been tapped. 
But th ey 
are th ere, waitin g to be ex ploited; 
an d wh en 
th e ex ploitation comes we arc q uite likely to 
presen t th e world with a n ew rich n ess of artistic 
creation th at will be n oth in g less th an dazzlin g. 
So far th e arts in America h ave n ot taken 
very deep root in th e life of th e ordin ary man . 


Th ey h ave a way of resemblin g sh oots grafted 
on to th e main stem. 
Th e movie offers a 
ch an ce for an art th at sprin gs up from th e 
grass roots; 
an art th at could ex press an d 
tran sfigure th e lusty , man y -sided, turbulen t an d 
etern ally vital life of a great n ation . 


ANTICIPATION AND REALIZATION 
Th e prelimin ary en th usiasm over th e return 
of legal beer in th ose states wh ich permit its 
sale, h as n ow subsided, an d th e ordin ary citizen 
is gettin g down to n ormal again , so far as h is 
con sumption of th e beverage is con cern ed. Th e 
psy ch ological effect of bein g able to on ce more 
get wh at so lon g h as been den ied, seemed to run 
away with th e fan cy of some. Th e greatest of 
en th usiasm prevailed in territories wh ere beer 
was available durin g th e first few day s an d even 
th e day s precedin g th e actual sale. 
Every on e 
was all ex cited over th e even t an d th ose wh o 
did n ot con sume it, could talk of n oth in g else. 
Th e situation seemed to ex emplify very stron g­ 
ly th e old max im about an ticipation an d reali­ 
zation . 
Now it is eviden t to man y th at th ey overesti­ 
mated th eir own th irsts, especially at th e h igh 
prices th at prevail. 
An d sin ce it is n ow n o 
n ovelty to be able to get beer, because it can 
be h ad wh en ever wan ted wh ere it is n ow legal, 
th e prelimin ary en th usiasm h as subsided. 
Th ere are man y weak features in th e various 
laws of th e differen t states wh ere beer is bein g 
sold for th e reason th at most of th em were 
h astily 
en ated. 
Th ese 
troubles 
will 
be 
even tually elimin ated an d th e distribution an d 
sales will be put on a soun d basis. Th is is most 
importan t sin ce beer is already sold in man y 
states an d soon will be in man y oth ers an d is 
defin itely 
h ere, 
th e 
objection able 
features 
sh ould be elimin ated so far as possible. 
Th e 
traffic in beer sh ould*be h an dled as efficien tly 
as possible an d sh ould n ot become in volved in 
politics alth ough th is h as been th e ten den cy in 
some states. 
If it is properly man aged, it will be a source 
of great in come to state an d federal pocket- 
books an d will be accepted perman en tly with - 
out con troversy .
